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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

2 Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure which is 
not enabling. From 0.01 to 10% of polyols having a molecular weight below 1000, 0.01 to 10% 
of a wetting agent, and from 50 to 95% of an aqueous carrier, critical or essential to the practice 
of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See /// re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

3 Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, while 
being enabling for a composition comprising from 0.01 to 10% of polyols having a molecular 
weight below 1000, 0.01 to 10% of a wetting agent, and from 50 to 95% of an aqueous carrier , 
does not reasonably provide enablement for a composition comprising a polyhydric alcohol, a 
humectant, and a carrier. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which 
it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make or use the invention commensurate 
in scope with these claims.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the dilTerences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinar)' skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentabilit>' shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



6. Claims 1 and 22-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vogel 
et al, US 5,532,023. 

Vogel et al teach a wrinkle reducing composition for use on fabrics (see abstract). The 
liquid carrier of the invention is an aqueous system comprising water and may contain organic 
solvents such as polyhydric alcohols and alkylene glycols (col. 12, lines 55-67). Antistatic agents 
such as choline esters may be added to these compositions (col. 1 1, lines 17-48). While Vogel et 
al generically teach the components of the present claims, they are not taught in the specific 
manner required by the claims. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
formulate a wrinkle reducing composition containing choline esters and organic solvents as these 
components are taught as suitable in the wrinkle reducing compositions of Vogel et al.
